Concrete Rotted by Coal. 


In the summer of 19«5 a concrete 


floor was laid in the storage bins of a 
Massachusetts coal yard. On most of 
this floor anthracite has been stored 
continuously since the date mentioned, 
and this part of the floor is in first- 
class condition today. But on a small 
section of the^ floor bituminous was 
stored; and in the-spring of 1914, after 
being so used for nine months,. this 
part of the concrete was found to be 
so decomposed as to be worthless. It 
•was as soft as clay for a considerable 
depth. 
This^phenomenon was .attrib- 


uted by the owners to chemical action 
set up by the soft coal or some-of'its 
constituents; and they have brought 
It to our attention in view of its very 
direct bearing upon the subject of con- 
crete ships.—Scientific American.

TELLS OF SERVICE 


AT BATTLE FRONT 


Th«. Newark high school auditori- 


um was crowded last night and many 
remained standing throughout the 
evening to hear Sergeant J. H. Klein 
of the 18th Canadian Battalion tell 
of his experiences in the great war. 


Gunner Depew, who was scheduled 


to speak,' was unable to be present, 
as was announced in yesterday's pa- 
pers.

wounds and has been taken to a 
Chicago hospital.

Sergeant Klein has suffered 
the 


loss..of his left arm and liis lungs 
have been injured by the severe gass- 
ing received by the early Canadian 
battalions, but as long as he has 
breath he will speak for the cause. 


The Klein meeting was different 


from the other patriotic 
meetings 


that 'have preceded it in that the 
speaker confined himself to liis pei-- 
gonal experience and ipaatterg coming 
under his direct observation. He has 
been, in the thick of the fighting and 
he gives little glimpses of the great 
war that none of the other speakers 
have brought to Newark. 


Sergeant Klein is no orator and 


doesn't claim to be. 
He tells his 


story in a simple, straightforward 
manner that holds one's entire at- 
tention.- . .• \_ 
• Many kinds of warfare were de- 
scribed by Sergeant Klein, who par- 
ticipated in them all. He related in, 
detail all the steps leading to a trench 
raid, and told how the go over the 
.top.. According 
to 
Klein 
when 


the time comes to go'over the top 
every kind of guu?fcl. fired, and every 
kind of explosions'let loose, and ev- 
ery man sHdttts at the top of his 
voice, and in the midst of this tur- 
moil' the men go over. When Klein 
went over the top the first time there 
were 60 in the company-*-and when 
they were only half way across Np 
Man's Land their numbers had been 
reduced to 30—nevertheless, 
they 


were -successful, and occupied not 
only the first, but second and third 
trenches. 
.The sergeant told how the Ger- 


mans sent secret service men to Bel- 
gium. where they posed as peasants, 
and'how he and his company found 
seven able bodied me"n "manning" 
one-farm of 30 acres; these 
were 


lined up againsf a stone wall, and 
the sergeant'himself gave the firing 
order. Jlfis customary to say, "Load, 
aim, fire," but when 
Klein 
said 
s'toad" three or four of these big. 
German men fell to the ground' cry- 
ing for mercy—so the sergeant omit- 
ted the second command, "aim" and 
ordered them shot at once. 


The sergeant related the story of 


finding a 
Belgian 
woman 
in No 


Man's Land one night, where she 
had been thrust out from the Ger- 
man, trenches to die. and he said that 
was the moment when he began to 
hate 'the Hun with a- hatred that" will 
last as-long as life. 
; • - . - • ; 
Perhaps the most thrilling of the 


stories told by Klein was the taking 
of St. Eloi, which is about five miles 
from Ypr.es, and, of great strategic 
value to the Allies. 
The Germans 


were in possession of this stronghold 
and the only way to dispossess them 
was by mining it, and this they did, 
though it required 11 months' prep- 
aration. 
The Allies had to tunnel 


from their trench and to convey the 
explosives through the tunnel. There 
were five mines and the smallest one 
contained 21 tons of explosives. The 
word was allowed to reach the Ger- 
mans that they were to be attacked, 
so that they would bring forward 
their artillery, which they did, and 
when the explosions took place men 
.•and guns were blown to atoms. The 
.'craters left by the explosions were 
occupied by the Allies 
and 
were 


strongly contested by the German re- 
serves who were brought forward. 


Klein was occupying a trench with 


Corporal Young .when a shell 
ex- 


ploded directly over their heads and 
the corporal was simply 
blown 
to 


bits. 
Klein had a feeling as if a 


baseball' had hit him on the arm, and 
looking down he saw that his left 
side was covered 
with 
blood—he 


managed, to make his escape from 
the trench and walked nearly a, mile 
to a casualty hospital, although he 
was blind with the loss of blood be- 
fore he got there. Later he was re- 
moved to a hospital behind the lines 
where a part of his arm was ampu- 
tated, and later, he was removed to 
"Blighty." the arm was amputated 
above his elbow," and he was sent 
back to Canada—disabled for active 
sc n v i CG 


Sergeant Klein, who is only 22 


years of age. has participated— in 
some of the bloodiest battles of the 
war. 


A collection amounting to $94.88 


was taken. One-fourth of this goes 
to the Newark Red Cross, a portion 
to Gunner Depew, now in a hospital, 
and the remainder to Sergeant Klera. 
There was no expense in connection 
with the meeting.

WE ARE IN ALSACE. 


(Philadelphia Record.) 


There are interesting suggestions 


in the news that our troops are in 
that small part 
of Alsace which 


France recovered early in the war. 
A large part of our troops have been 
near the Alsatian frontier since last 
fall. We learned of it when German 
newspapers warned Switzerland that 
we were going to violate its neutral- 
ity. 
Troops near Alsace are also 


near Switzerland. 


To American troops was assigned 


the task of recovering the lost prov- 
inces for our sister republic. 
This 


spring the plans were changed, and 
it was deemed best to let the Ger- 
mans dash 
themselves 
to 
pieces 


against the Allied line for a while. 
But now more of our troops have 
been put into Alsace, and it may 
mean that the forward movement of 
the Allies is not distant, and that 
the Germans are to be attacked at 
more than one point, which the in- 
creasing numbers of the Allies makes 
possible, and that the assignment of 
the Americans to drive the Huns out 
of the territory they robbed France 
of in 1870 has been renewed. • 


Germany could not carry on the 


war for 30 days without the iron she 
is stealing from the occupied region 
of France and from Alsace-Lorraine, 
wrested from France in the former 
war. 
These iron ore districts lie 


only a few miles east of the -battle 
line. 
In 1871 Germany 
extorted 


from France what it supposed was 
the whole of the iron ore district. 
It happened that the district was 
larger than the German experts sup- 
posed. One of the principal reasons 
why Germany attacked France 
in 


1914 was the determination to get 
the ore beds that were overlooked 
in 1871. 


The Americans have only got to 


drive about 30 miles into what was 
German territory in 1914, to cut off 
the greater part of the German iron 
supplies, and if at the same time the 
French could recover the Briey and 
Longwy districts, to get which Ger- 
many concentrated troops 
on 
the 


frontier before the 
declaration 
of 


war. and while France was keeping 
its troops back 10 kilometers from 
the boundary, Germany would have 
to give up in a month for lack of 
iron and steel.

had a furlough from 7 o'clock yes- 
erday morning until 7:30 last even- 
ng, so I got to see a little bit of New 
York City. 
We (a fellow by the 


name of Will Donland and I) went 
nto the city, went to a first class, 
estaurant and got breakfast, which 
onsisted of ham 
and 
eggs, milk 
oast bread and butter and coffee, 
'rice, $1.50. Some price! Then we 
went across the Brooklyn bridge into 
Brooklyn and looked around there 
a while, then came back into New 
York City, went to the station, got 
a car for Coney Island. 
We got 


>athing suits and I waded out until 
he water came up to my neck; and 
.hen dived, and when I came up I 
surely spluttered, for my eyes and 
nose were filled with the salt wa- 
er; it was the first time I ever 
bathed in the sea, and the salt wa- 
er is so much heavier than fresh 
water. There was a 
large crowd 


here ,and some of the fellows' backs 


were sure sunburned. We stayed 
there about three hours, then came 
back to the city and as we came into 
the station, the guards, mounted po- 
lice of Camp Sherman, and the city

They 
have a detail out now buying clothes. 
It is so "much colder down here at 
night than it is in Ohio, caused by 
the sea. The people in this country 
truck every bit or available ground. 
I saw one field that had at least 75 
acres, put into potatoes. 
It was a 


grand sight. 


We are only about one hundred 


miles from where the German subs 
sank those boats last week, and you 
can look up at any time and see at 
least 12 or 15 aeroplanes guarding 
the coast.

INTERESTING DESCRIPTIVE. LETTER FROM 


CAPT. F. M. FULLER, BASE HOSPITAL 2, A.E.F. 


The following 
Interesting 
letter 


was written by Capt. Frank M. Ful- 
ler, serving in a base hospital in 
France, and who is a nephew, of Mrs. 
S. C. Priest of No. 19 North 
Fifth 


street in this city: 


Today almost all my boys were out 


of tobacco and out of money. I sent 
a note over to the American Red 
Cross and in a abort time a package 
of smokin* tobacco and a package 
of cigarettes for every man in the 
hospital arrived. 
You never saw 
a more pleased, or surprised, or hap- 
pier bunch, and that Red Cross can 
get from somewhere almost every- 
thing. When you people get 
a 


chance to give to the Red Cross, you 
can know that the money goes far- 
ther, is handled to better advantage 
and does more real good than any 
money spent. We see big manufac- 
turers, nationally known bankers and 
men of enormous energy about here 
all the time as directors 
of 
Red 
Cross work. They are here working 
hard, and hard is right, all day and 
any time of night, without a cent of 
salary and paying every dollar of 
their own expenses. There is 
no 


trouble too great if they can have 
the Red Cross get anything for a sol- 
dier or a hospital. Back them up 
every way possible over there. Every 
man here calls the Red Cross and 
the Y. M. C. A. blessed. 


I am glad to see from the news- 


paper clipping you sent me that the 
Red Cross is using my office 
at 


home; they do a lot of good every- 
where over here. 
The great Red Cross is certainly 


seeing to it that the medical officers 
here are to be given conditions as 
favorable to health and comfort as 
can be provided. 


Just now a group of mumps cases 


in one of mv wards is singing, "Keep 
the Home Fires Burning," and as I 
write they have changed to the Dox- 
ology—a happy bunch of 'boys—real 
boys. They seem very content here 
and are pleased with their treament 
as we sure want them to be. When 
they go away they all pay for their 
care in a very spendthrift way and 
in a medium of exchange that makes 
me feel very rich indeed. T cannot 
make any allotment of this pay to 
you, but it is adding to the memories 
and gains of this work to know that 
I have done my little bit to keep 
them very happy and content and 
well cared for during their stay here. 
Sometimes I have to censor their let- 
ters, and it almost makes me cry to 
see their appreciation of what the 
nurses have done for them. 
They 


surely are entitled to the best, and 
all they ask is, that we get them well 
quickly, so they can go back and get 
in the big scrap. They are a nervy 
bunch and an dandy, fine lot of boys, 
as bovs they most of them really are. 


I have on my staff some of the 


keenest, brightest young fellows, who 
are as eager as young heroes" for 
work. 
One of my 
orderlies 
who 
sleeps up on the fourth floor is a 
millionaire and is a nephew ' of a 
United States Senator. Another one 
today got word he had been elected 
a Phi Beta Kappa at Beloit College, 
yet these boys sweep wards, carry 
food, make 
beds, or 
may 
clean 
streets, dig gardens, shovel coal, care 
for stoves and ashes, or any work, 
cook, wash dishes, and do their own 
washing. They answer roll call at 
6.25 a. m., go on duty from 7:30 a. 
m. to 7:30 p m. I tell you I am 
proud of every one of them. Among 
them are expert plumbers, electri- 
cians, carpenters, and every trade 
we need. Men who_can earn $5.00 a 
day at-home are here for $30.00 a 
month and board and clothes, and 
under the strictest discipline all the 
time. Boys who can.play a pipe or- 
gan or any instrument, or sing in a 
good Quartette will work all day with 
a shovel, and why? Well, you know 
and I know what a Service Star re- 
ally means —it means "Service," and 
God help me not to be a shirker over 
here when I see how the privates 
work, and God help anyone 
over 
there who is a shirker in his heart, 
for the day is coming when, he will 
have to look these bovs—no, men— 
in the face, and he will not feel very 
happy when they look into his face. 
Not that they would ever say any- 
thing, but they are getting something 
he can never hope to have. These 
men are helping our dear country 
but I tell you, the country is going 
to get a lot of real men back from 
the war. I don't idealize them nor 
think they are a lot of super-men, 
but they are real men and clean men 
and men who will be an asset. 


People do not need to fear the de- 


generating effects of this war. There 
is an undefined spirit in it that is 
holding up these men, not conscious- 
ly at all, not openly nor spoken of, 
but it is in the air. 
Some men are 
base essentially, but I am speaking 
of the mass. It surely does make a 
fellow feel good to have these boys 
say how much like home this place 
has been and how grateful they are 
for the little we have done for them. 
I suppose we will never see them 
again and they will soon forget us 
and the hospital, but I will never 
forget having had the privilege of 
being here to dq something 
first 


hand for them and for others as they 
come. There can *e only one end 
to this awful struggle—the 
right 


must prevail, but it will be at great 
sacrifice, yet a sacrifice that no one 
here will fail to make and I feel sure 
that the country at home now feels 
that every one there will meet the 
call.If you could only see the spirit of 
these bovs here, and how they ac- 
cept the hard things, you would ten 
everyone there that It takes a good 
deal to catch «p with them, and if 
they do and give everything asked 
over the-'e. they are doing the very 
light thing. I feel that I am not even 
a beginner in doing my share when 
I meet young men who have slept in 
dugouts and trenches, and in dirty 
French cow sheds, and with no bath 
and very little comforts, or no com- 
forts at all, who have been under 
shell fire and gas (most terrible of 
$11) and have been out in "No Man's 
Land," when I see these men, yes, 
mere boys, who talk to me and tell 
me of terrible things, just as though 
they were telling me that they had 
just driven the cows home, or had 
a veiry busy day in the factory, I fe«' 
that what we are doing back here in 
comfort and good surroundings is a 
small, little part of the great, terri- 


ble tragedy. 
But I'suppose we all 


have our share, some to need help, 
and comfort, 'and cheer, and some 
to give it, and some to stay home to 
help and comfort and cheer us all 
over here. - That, I know, is a hard 
part too; all 
our 
men here 
fully 


know how great is the part you and 
all our dear ones back there play in 
this great war. 
We live in the love 


and knowledge of sacrifice you ail 
are truly making. It is the hardest, 
moat lonesome and 
therefore 
the 


most honored place of all, and never 
when I come back will I allow any- 
one to give honor to those who have 
come over here 'before they first pay 
due homage to the brave and patient 
and loyal women who have given and 
risked everything that 
we might 


come 
It is only the knowledge that 


they give freely their co-operation 
that enables the men to go on. 
-* 


Our unit has landed with both feet 


and our equipment is a great help. 
Tell Mr. McFarland that the $2,000 
given by my home town Red Cross 
is worth at least $5,000 over here 
and that every dollar is working ev- 
ery day and each one has more value 
every minute than if it were earning 
the highest rate of interest 
ever 


paid. 
I want everyone of the Red 


Cross to kn'ow that we appreciate 
every day the generosity and loyalty 
back of the gift and that Unit R is 
giving a good account of its steward- 
ship of the money

In opening he told of the choosing 


by Christ ot twelve companions, or 
disciples. 
How these men, untutoted 


and unskilled, were trained by Christ 
for three pears and how for three 
years they were on probation. 
At 


th'e conclusion of that time, Christ 
told them the responsibility would be 
shifted from His shoulders to theirs, 
and that He was about to leave them 
to cairy on His work, the work for 
which He had prepared them. 


At first they were 
timid 
and 


afraid, but as they realized that God 
was sustaining them and that they 
weifi carrying on His work, 
they 


were strengthened. They had learn- 
ed that our Lord was God; they had 
learned that the work was God's 
work and they learned how to do 
God's work well. 


"Now, 
my young people, you are 


just finishing the years of your pro- 
bation. 
You have been guided by 


teachers and your pastor during the 
years of your training, which has 
prepared your minds and your hearts 
to go out into the world to take up 
your life's work. Do your work well 
and do it to please God. 


"During the days of your proba- 


tion your teachers have thought for 
you and they have assumed your re- 
sponsibilities, but the time has come 
for you to shoulder them. 
Do your 


work well, and God will sustain you. 


"You 
need have no fear, if you 


place your trust in God, and while 
you have won the reward for work 
in school there are still greater re- 
wards and hard work ahead of you. 
There are four things you must ad- 
here to, fidelity, hard work, sacri- 
fice and determination, if you would 
succeed. If you do these things, you 
will have success in this life and 
merit a crown of glory. 


"You are going out into the world 


in a time of strife, a world which 
the Scriptures have described in a 
few 
words, 
when 
'Nations 
are 


against and when men are withering 
away in fear' for 
the 
experience 


which is to come upon them.' What 
,1s the cause of this strife? 
Princi- 


pally that the world has lost sight 
of God. He is no longer in their 
hearts and mind. Taking His place 
is selfishness and they are forgetting 
His existence, who holds the world 
in the hollow of His hand. 
Greed 


and bloodshed are taking the place 
of love, and why is all this? Because 
men have forgotten the lessons they 
learned. 
"Do not forget the lessons , you 


have learned, of fidelity and truth. 
It has brought great pain to many 
pastors who have 
labored 
among 
their children to see some of them 
shortly after leaving school fall into 
the by-paths, and show a lack of in- 
differnce to the lessons taught them. 
Your life can be a silent sermon and 
you, 
too, have your mission in life. 


The faithful discharge of your du- 
ties will bring you success in life 
and happiness eternal." 
In concluding Father Watterson 


again urged them to sustain the high 
principles instilled into their minds 
during their school life*, and con- 
gratulated them over their work dur- 
ing th'eir school year. 


Rev. 
Father B. M. O'Boylan, who 


as pastor of the church, is superin- 
tendent of the schools, told the class 
how education was in reality the for- 
mation of character. And that ev- 
ery child from infancy should be as- 
sisted in the formation of a strong 
character. That bad habits concen- 
trated were very hard to be rid of 
and that they could be by the estab- 
lishing of an opposite virtue. "Edu- 
cation is the formation of character 
by discipline. 
Young people, you 


have learned to obey and you must 
continue to learn to obey. You must 
bbey every legitimate authority, your 
city, yonr state, your nation and your 
God.""As Father Watterson has so ably 
said, you have been trained by most 
excellent teachers to take up your 
work in the world, and do not do as 
some who have left our schools in 
the past, show your appreciation by 
ingratitude."

INDUSTRIAL SURVEY OF THE CITY NOW 


BEING MADE FOR INVESTIGATION OF THE 


RESOURCES OF NEWARK AND ITS ENVIRONS 


Members of the organization of A. 


E. Small and associates have arrived 
to begin the work of the industrial 
survey, arranged for jointly by the 
Chamber of Commerce and the mu- 
.nicipality. The party was headed by 
A. E. Small, who will make short 
visits to the city during the period 
in which the survey is in process. In 
the absence of Mr Small the survey 
will be conducted under the direc- 
tion of Dr. Charles W Gerstenberg, 
professor of New York University, 
who will be assisted by various mem- 
bers of the organization during the 
next few weeks. Dr Robert Riegel, 
of the Wharton School of 
Finance 


and Business 
Administration, 
and 


professor of insurance and statistics 
at the University of Pennsylvania, 
will make an investigation of the re- 
sources of Newark and its environs. 
Mr. David F. Jordan is also at pres- 
ent in Newark and will conduct va- 
rious details of the investigation. 


Mr Small made the following state- 


ment regarding the purpose 
and 


scope on the purposed survey: "We 
are here to collect all the informa- 
tion about Newark that its business 
men and citizens can give -us. Of 
course we have prepared very care- 
fully an outline of the subjects about 
which we, as an organization, and 
Newark, as a municipality, ought to 
be acquainted.- Our chief work is 
to co-ordinate and classify this Jn- 
tormation, analyze it and compare it 
with similar information available in 
respect to other communities some- 
what similarly situated to Newark. 
The conclusions to which this anal-% 
ysis and comparison will lead I am 
confident will be very obvious. 


"The purpose of any survey is to 


lay a foundation for the quickening 
of local pride and the improvement 
of local public welfare. But it must 
not be overlooked that the commun- 
ity is made up of individuals who 
seek in the community a livelihood 
and a living. A good place to live 
in is a good place to do business in, 
and it is our purpose to find out as 
far as possible what your community 
can do that other communities have 
done, to make Newark a better place 
to live in and a better place to do 
business in. 


We conceive Newark as any other 


municipality similarly situated, as a 


unit, just like the United States Steel 
Corporation or any other large bus- 
niess organization. It has certain 
main functions and ceitaln subordi- 
nate functions, and if all these func- 
tions are not given opportunity to 
'perform efficiently every bit of the 
unit will suffer for the shortcomings 
of some of them. 


"We have already begun to inter- 


view various public officials 
and 


business men, and we have met with 
a most sincere and enthusiastic co- 
operation. 


"The office of the Newark Survey 


is in the Newark Trust building. We 
shall be glad to obtain information 
or suggestions from eveiybody who 
has any constructive suggestions or 
information to offer. From the very 
nature of our work, however, 
our 


large staff will be busy most of the 
time out in the city and we shall ap- 
preciate it very much if those wish- 
ing to interview mebers of the staff 
will make an appointment by tele- 
phone, in order that the convenience 
of the citizens may be met." 


Mr. Small left town on Wednesday 


evening to visit other cities in which 
his organization is conducting inves- 
tigations. On Saturday morning Mr. 
Robert S. Binkerd will 
arrive 
to 


study various phases 
of the city 


government. 
Next week Mr. J. D. 


Hackett, an expert on labor investi- 
gations, will arrive to get his inves- 
tigation of the labor conditions of 
Newark started, and a little bit later 
Mr. Claude H Anderson, editor of 
"New Jersey Municipal" and director 
of the New Jersey League of Munici- 
palities, will begin the study of spe- 
cial phases of the ctiy government 
Other member of the staff of the A. 
E. Small and associates will visit 
the city from time to time to assist 
in the work of collecting informa- 
tion.

HELP FOB HARVEST. 


Some people claim that the trouble 


in securing workers on the farms 
frequently comes from failure to pro- 
vide 
comfortable accommodations 


for these men. This does not apply 
to the small farm, where one or two 
helpers live and eat with the family 
and fare as well as anyone. 
How- 


ever there are no doubt many farm 
hands who have had to put up with 
stuffy quarters over a shed or in a 
barn. 
This does not promote per- 


manency of employment. 


On big farms the 
providing of 


comfortable 
accommodations 
for 


workers becomes a problem. 
Many- 


observers say labor would be more 
easily obtained 
and accomplished 


more, if gangs and camps of employes 
could be organized to work for entire 
farm districts, 
and go through it 


systematically, according to methods 
of modern efficiency. 


They think that under a hustling 


foreman, who should lay out a cer- j 
tain standard to 
be 
accomplished, 


£.the aggregate done 
would 
exceed 


what is now accomplished by putter- 
ing farm hands working for the indi- 
vidual farmer. 


Last summer there was an extra- 


ordinary demand for labor to harvest 
the peach 
crop in Niagara County, 


New York. The farmers 
met and 


agreed on a uniform price and hired 
gangs through their county agent. 
They fitted out 
comfortable bunk 


houses and attracted enough labor 
DV doing the thing in a business like 
•way, with regard for the interests 
of the help, to harvest the crop satis- 
factorily. 


The farmers complain that every- 


one is kicking on the prices they 
have to charge now, and they say 
they can't afford extra frills. 
But it 


•is quite possible that a gang of farm 
•workers for a whole neighborhood, 
directed and supervised like factory

A great many 
people who thought they could never 
learn to drive an automobile with any 
comfort, have learned to enjoy it 
very much.

000 pounds was due.to the rationing 
department, the strength of the arm* 
during the period just elapsed being 
above the average estimated for the 
year." 


During the assaults of the enemy 


in Picardy and Flanders, the British 
were outnumbered and lost heavily 
Their fighting forces in the 
fielc 


were greatly reduced through kill- 
ings, woundings and captures by the 
enemy. Yet, during the period which 
included that heartbreaking momn 
the average strength of the army \vas 
far above the estimate for the year 
The conclusion must be that recruit- 
ing has gone on at an unexpected 
pace; that the divisions in training 
are more numerous than we have 
been led to believe, and that in the 
near future Britain will greatly aug- 
ment the forces which are gathering 
for Foch's victorious o f f e n s i v e 
against the Huns. 
It must further 


weaken the hopes of the enemy, for 
it proves that instead of the Allied 
reserves having been disposed of in 
checking the German advance. Gen. 
Foch has the men he needs for im- 
mediate use and has assurance of re- 
inforcements for carrying out the ag- 
gressive movement which he is plan- 
ning. 
Indeed, as bearing on this 


point, we have Mr. Law's statement 
that "it is undoubtedly part of the 
German scheme to use up the Allied 
reserves 
before they can be rein- 


forced from America, but in 
this 


they have not succeeded." And, for 
emphasis, "America is not coming 
into the war, but is in the war." 


With our divisions and new men 


from Britain which will soon be able 
to join in a diive against the 
in- 


vader, all may share the confidence 
of the chancellor of the exchequer 
that when Foch gives the command 
to go forward the Germans will not 
be ahle to interpose obstacles 
to 


achievement of objectives as we have 
done in recent days against Hinden- 
berg's best efforts.
